joining Messrs. .John Foster &. Co. 
His position here he held for four 
years,,and then joining his country’s

nese. Afterwards he was transferred 
10 Newchwang and Tientsin, and while 
at the latter port he transferred to the 
Customs. This was in 1881, so that 
he has, now completed 40 years with 
the Customs. As an official in this 
service he attained a very high mea- 
sure of success, reaching the rank of 
Commissioner. He was at Yochow 
in Hunan during! the troublous times 
Of the past year or two, and wher it 
is borne in mind that on one occasion 
the whole Customs’ staf had to be 
rescued from a position of great dan-.
